Washington picked up Foy 


from Tidewater of the Interna- 
tional League for the $25,000 
draft price in one of the least 
active selection sessions ever. 


A year ago, Foy, a 27-year-old 


speedster, was acquired to bol- 
ster the defense of the 1969 
world championship. 


But Foy, who cost the Mets 


two promising youngsters-out- 
fielder Amos Otis and pitcher 
Bob Johnson -in that trade, bat- 
ted just .236, had troubles in the 
field and fell out of favor with 
Manager Gil Hodges.

ship by stopping Zora Folley at 
the old Madison Square Garden. 


On Monday he was back in 


the new Madison Square Gar- 
den, dazzling several hundred 
enthusiastic followers in a 70- 
minute workout for his 15-round 
bout Dec. 7 against Argentine 
Oscar Bonavena. 


It is only Ali's second fight 


since being deposed as cham- 
pion for refusing military induc- 
tion—but a victory would set up 
a dream bout with his succes- 
sor, champion Joe Frazier. 


And Ali, also known as Cas- 


sius Clay, has no doubt he'll be 
the first man to kayo Bonavena. 


"It's been a long time since I 


put my predictions in rhythm 
and rhyme, 


"But it was Bonavena who 


started it all by getting out of 
line ..." the 24-line poem be- 
gan. And as the crowd shouted 
"Right on!" he climaxed it 
with: 


"Before round nine is out, 
"The Referee will jump and 


shout, 


"'Th-th-th-that's all, folks, 
"This turkey is out!'" 
"I couldn't keep quiet," he 


told the crowd later from the 
center of the ring at the Gar- 
den's Felt Forum, referring to 
Bonavena's prediction that he 
would stop Ali in 11 rounds. 


"That's my bag. I'm the one 


who predicts and calls it right. 
If there's anything I don't like," 
Ali grinned, "It's a fighter who 
talks too much." 


Ali carried on a conversation 


with his delighted followers dur- 
ing his sparring sessions, then 
stunned them by slumping to 
the canvas as he traded punches

Dark Circles Under Eyes? 
Just Your Veins Showing

Dear Doctor—I have dark 


circles under my eyes. I 
notice a lot of women have 
them. What causes it and 
what can be done to cure it? 


Dear Reader—If you will 


examine the skin under your 
eyes, you will find it is thin 
and delicate. The large num- 
ber of veins under the skin 
cause the bluish color. You 
can usually observe the blue 
color of the veins on the 
back of the hand. This color 
is normal for veins. The 
veins under the eyes are 
more easily seen in-persons 
with delicate skin, which is 
why this is more often seen 
in women. 


Although the bluish color 


is often attributed to fatigue 
and a "sluggish circulation," 
it is doubtful that this has 
anything to do with it. It is 
more common with weight 
loss or illnesses that cause 
weight loss because of the 
decrease in the fat pads un- 
der the eyes and u p p e r 
cheeks that help obscure the 
veins. 


When you lie down more 


blood pools in the veins in 
the face. In babies with very 
thin skin this makes the blue 
circles under the eyes more 
prominent. In some people 
there is a tendency to ac- 
cumulate a small amount of 
fluid around the eyes at 
night while lying down. The 
puffy 
eyelids 
obscure 
the 


veins. As the puffiness goes 
away during the day the 
dark circles caused by the 
veins become apparent. 


Just remember, dark cir- 


cles under the eyes usually 
have no important meaning 
r e l a t i v e to your health. 
There really isn't anything 
to cure. Cosmetics c o u l d 
help. 


There may be more value 


in some spring water than 
skeptics thought. It really 
isn't all madness. Alkaline 
spring waters were used in 
the fifth century to treat 
"mania," a form of uncon- 
trolled high level of activity 
or "madness." The practice 
was continued for centuries, 
then fell into disrepute. Now 
Dr. Bertram Brown, direc- 
tor of the National Institute 
of Mental Health, announces 
that studies have shown that 
lithium (once used as a salt 
substitute) is useful in treat- 
ing certain agitated states 
(manic phase of manic de- 
pression) and may even help 
with the depression. And 
what did the alkaline spring 
water have in it? That's 
right—lithium.

Jacoby drew trumps 
with two leads and proceeded 
to d i s c a r d three clubs on 
dummy's long d i a m o n d s . 
Then he came up with a neat 
play to get away with an 
overtrick. He led a spade 
to his ace, got b a c k to 
dummy with a trump and 
led the jack of clubs. 


East knew that J a c o b y 


had started with five hearts, 
two diamonds and six black 
cards. Failure to ruff a spade 
indicated that five of these 
black cards had been clubs 
so East held back his ace 
of clubs, whereupon Jacoby 
covered with his king and 
stole an overtrick. Not that 
the overtrick made any real 
difference.

This is the law's usiiiil attitude 


toward natural growth that hap- 
pens lo be located on a boundary 
line. Rased on simple practical- 
ity, the rule generally applies not 
only lo trees but to hedges as well. 


Still, the rule may bend with 


circumstances. 
Take this situa- 


tion: 


A boundary line hedge between 


two homes began to get top- 
heavy. One of the home owners 
rented an electric shear and cut 
the hedge down low. His neigh- 
bor promptly filed suit for dam- 
ages, accusing 
him 
of 
cutting 


away part of their jointly-owned 
property without permission. 


But the court, unable to discern 


any damage, turned down the 
neighbor's claim. The court point- 
ed out that the hedge, trimmed 
down, was actually in better con- 
dition than it had been before. 


Occasionally even a total de- 


struction by one of the co-owners 
may be justified. In another case, 
the roots of an old poplar ha,d 
split the foundation of one of the 
adjacent 
houses. Overhead, the- 


branches had grown dangerously 
brittle. Lopping off the roots and 
branches, according to a tree ex- 
pert, could well cause the whole 
tree to topple over. 


This time, a court ruled that 


the tree could be destroyed alto- 
gether. The court said the victim 
of a nuisance has the right to

it—and 
this 
tree 
could 


fairly be classified as a nuisance.

Have the 
kids decorate cans of spray 
deodorant into old-fashioned 
caricatures. The instructions 
are simple to follow and the 
materials inexpensive. 


Here's how to make the

Cut the styrofoam ball in 


half with a blunt knife. Glue 
the ball to the hat brim, 
forming a bonnet, and secure 
with straight pins.

Tape together and at- 
tach hat to tube with glue. 


Glue lace a r o u n d can 


cover bottom, forming col- 
lar,

glue. A t t a c h ball fringe 
around bottom of can with 
glue. Attach hat ornaments 
and ribbon to styrofoam ball 
and draw face, using colored 
pens. 


F"or the old-fashioned gen- 


tleman, use a nine-ounce can 
of spray deodorant in green 
and gold colors. You will 
also need a two-inch styro- 
foam ball cut in half; three- 
inch s t y r o f o a m oval for 
brim; TVz-inch by 3V4-inch 
construction paper for tube; 
one-inch by 6Vz-inch strip of 
construction paper for the 
collar; 
l/4-inch ribbon, 10 


inches long; three-inch con- 
struction paper oval used for 
vest in red and white; con- 
s t r u c t i o n paper for mus- 
tache; candy cane and pens 
in assorted colors. 


Cut styrofoam ball in half 


and attach brim to ball with 
glue for derby hat. Shape 
construction p a p e r around 
the can cover, forming the 
tube. Tape together. Attach 
hat to top of tube with glue. 
Attach collar strip with glue 
and fold back corners. 


The vest is attached from 


inside tube with either tape, 
staple or glue. Attach the 
bow and candy cane. Draw 
face with colored pens. Cut 
construction paper into mus- 
tache shape, paint black and 
glue. Paint hat with water- 
base paint only.
